His students, 
former parishioners 
and neighbors paid high tribute to his 
name when funeral services were held 
Wednesday afternoon 
in the 
Christ 
Lutheran Church over the body of Dr. 
Thomas C. Billheimer, who died at 
his home on Springs Avenue, Saturday 
morning after an illness of ten days. 
Clergymen and members of the facul­ 
ties of institutions 
of learning here 
mingled with 
townsfolk of various 
walks of life, filling the church, where 
the body had lain in state for an hour 
before the services started. 
“He loved all people and in return 
the people loved him,” said Dr. A. E. 
Wagner in the course of his eulogy 
and the thought expressed the feeling 
of his wide circle of acquaintances. 
Dr. Wagner reviewed the important 
events in the life of Dr. Billheimer, 
beginning at the death of the mother 
when he was eight days old, at which 
time the life of the child was conse­ 
crated to 
Christianity. 
Dr. Bill- 
heimer’s 
life was 
earnest, 
active, 
faithful, fruitful, said Dr. Wagner; 
he served his church and the best 
interests of humanity. 
The pastor’s 
theme 
was 
“Dr. 
Billheimer, 
the 
friend, the neighbor, the brother.” 
Dr. Wagner discussed what he de­ 
scribed as three outstanding features 
ii) the life of Dr. Billheimer, the first 
being 
simplicity 
and sincerity 
of 
tife, thinking, tastes, his aspirations, 
his faith; second, he was deeply reli­ 
gious; third, he loved people with a 
broad 
democratic sympathetic 
love, 
irrespective of class, caste or condi­ 
tion.

“As near as possible for a man to 
be,” said Dr. Wagner “he was no 
respecter of persons. 
He believed 
in the human brotherhood of man. He 
was kindly affectionate, but not indif­ 
ferent to their sins. He did not con­ 
done their wrongs. 
He knew how to 
admonish compassionately. 
The good 
he has done will live after him—a 
perpetual influence.” 
Services at the church began at 3 
o’clock, with Rev. W. II. A. Han-

at the home of Vincent Hardman, 
330 South W ashington street, was 
extinguished before 
it 
had 
caused 
any damage. 
Fire 
was discovered in the resi­ 
dence of Dr. Frank Clutz about I 
o’clock 
this 
morning. 
Passersby 
noticed the blaze, which appeared to 
have 
starte*d 
around 
the chimney. 
They turned in an alarm , and roused 
the family, which consisted of Dr. 
and Mrs. Clutz and two children. 
Firemen 
responded 
so 
quickly, 
that despite the high wind, and the 
fact that the fire was in a fram e 
portion of the*1 house, the flames were 
extinguished 
within 
half 
an hour 
and the damage confined to a com­ 
paratively small portion of the build­ 
ing. 
Damage 
extends 
only 
to those 
rooms adjacent to the chimney which 
runs un the hack of the house, from 
the first to the third floor. 
W ater 
damage through a large part of the 
house, 
however, 
will 
increase the 
loss. 


Dr. Clutz and his fam ily were able 
to rem ainqn the building for the rest 
of the night, and even while the fire 
was in progress they were not forced 
to flee into the cold. 
The entire amount of damage will
